The sea was cov- 
ered with an oil slick and we fear- 
ed that the fire from the ship 
would ignite it, but it didn’t. 

“Another plane came over and 
signalled that it saw us. At ddy- 
break still another one came in 
low, dipping its wings, and others 
appeared later. We were picked 
up by a Navy ship about 4 p. m.” 

Yates said the men on the raft 
told him the submarine rammed 
them once and made an unsuccess- 
ful ramming attempt. During this, 
one man apparently got caught 
in the submarine’s propeller and 
another was lost when he got too 
far away from the raft. 

Capt. Beeken sai“ the subma- 
rine made three runs in’ attempt 
ing to ram lifeboats.

Mayor Spikes 
Hope of Salary 
Raises in July 


Atlanta’s 4,500 municipal em- 
ployes will receive war bonuses 
aggregating $1,675,000 for 1945 un- 
der the January finance sheet, 
which calls for an outlay of $15,- 
433,501 for the year, as approved 
by Mayor Hartsfield. 

In signing the finance sheet yes- 
terday Hartsfield. warned that it 
carries the maximum = amount 
which can be allowed for salaries 
for the year, thus spiking hopes 
of some that an upward revision 
might be possible when figures are 
revised in July. 


Although the finance sheet itself 
provided salary .bonuses for non- 
school workers only, the 1,800 
school employes are expected to 
participate in the same ratio, and 
while nonschool employes will re- 
ceive approximately $950,000 in 
war bonuses, the school system 
will distribute an estimated $725,- 
000, if bonuses are continued on 
the -same basis throughout the 
year. 

“We must recognize that the 
bonuses allowed in the January 
finance sheet are the maximum 
which we can reasonably expect 
for this year,” Hartsfield said. 
“The only way we can increase 
bonuses would be to raise taxes 
or otherwise increase city. receipts 
or curtail services to taxpayers. 
We have reached the limit, and 
cannot keep the city solvent if 
we allow. other raises without rais- 
ing municipal revenues.” 

Although city workers will get 
bonuses aggregating $1,675,00(, 
bonuses for the new year were 
hiked only seven and one-half per 
cent for those in the lower-paid 
brackets and 5 per cent for those 
making in excess of $250 monthly. 
- Previously, those in the lower 
brackets drew war bonuses 
amounting to 15 pér cent, while 
those in the upper pay strata got 
121-2 per cent. 

The addition to the nonschool 
pay roll will amount to approxéi- 
mately $333,000 for the year, while 
similar increases for school em- 
ployes will amount to about $325,- 
000 for the entire year. 

Members of the Atlanta boa:d 
of education’s finance committee 
have instructed Thomas W. Clift, 
school business manager, to pre- 
pare the January school budget 
providing the new bonus hikes for 
six months only, but stating as a 
policy that they will be extended 
to cover the whole year if funds 
are available. 

Board members said they wished 
to “play safe and see how school 
funds come in before committing 
the board to pay the raises for the 
entire year.” 

Hartsfield approved all meas- 
ures sent to him from Monday’s 
meetings of council and the alder- 
manic board.

Earlier in the day the Army 
reported to the house committee 
that war casualties requiring hos- 

italization jumped 270 per cent 
n the period including the “bulge” 
battle, and that drafting of nurses 
is “imperative to provide adequate 
care for America’s wounded. This 
put an all-out Army backing be- 
hind the president’s call for nurse 
draft in his state of the republic 
message. The civilian job of a 
draft registrant in the 26 through 
29 age group doesn't matter if 
someone else is available to do it. 

This was made clear by Maj. 
Gen, Lewis B. Hershey, director 
of. selective service, who told lo- 
cal draft boards they face their 
“most difficult and important 
task” in providing young men for 
the armed forces .without impair- 
ing essential war production. 

Hershey sent to the local boards 
the War Manpower Commission’s 
list of essential activities, now di- 
vided into two sections to indicate 
the activities regarded as most 
critical in the war program, and 
James F, Byrnes’ five-point guide 
for determining the order of in- 
duction of men in the 26-29 age 
Pop. ’ 

“If, however, you find that a re- 
placement is available for a regis- 
trant, he should be classified as 
available for induction regardless 
of his place in the groups,” Her- 
shey wrote, 

RULES LAID OWN 

Following up the Byrnes rec- 
ommendations, Hershey told the 
boards to follow “to the fullest ex- 
tent possible” this order in induct- 
ing men 26 through 29: 

1. Registrants not employed in 
an activity appearing on the es- 
sential activities list. 

2. Registrants whom the local 
board finds to be employed in 
relatively unimportant jobs in es- 
sential but not critical jobs. 

‘3. Registrants whom the board 
finds to be employed in relatively 
a gs jobs in critical activi- 
ies: 

4. Registrants whom the local 
board finds to be engaged in rela- 
tively more important jobs in es- 
sential activities. 

5; Registrants whom the local 
board finds to be engaged in more 
important jobs in critical activities. 

Hershey said the supply of men 
in the age group 18 through 25 ‘is 
“practically exhausted.” The only 
major source of men under 30, oth- 
er than those who become 18 each 
month, is those now deferred in 
industry or in agriculture, he con- 
tinued. 

“The nation cannot fail in its 
responsibility to furnish those now 
in uniform and to those who will 
join their ranks in the future the 
tools of war in the quantities and 
at the times they are needed,” 
Hershey wrote. 

“The selectivity with which men 
are withdrawn from industry will 
have a definite bearing on our 
ability to meet our production re- 
sponsibility.” 

Hershey disclosed that the 
march draft call will total 148,000 
and it is expected that this rate 
will continue for at least the fol- 
lowing three months. The total 
does not include volunteers under 
18, who provide the armed serv- 
ices with from 20,000 to 25,000 re- 
cruits monthly.

MacDougall Heads Drive 
For Hospital Authority

Robert L. MacDougall has been named chairman of a five-man 
committee of prominent Atlantans to assist Fulton county commis- 
sioners in working out problems to activate the Fulton-DeKalb 
Hospital Authority, under which Grady hospital and Emory Uni- 
versity will form the nucleus for development of the projected 
$30,000,000 medical center in Atlanta. 


William E. Mitchell, president 
@f the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, yesterday designated the 
citizens’ group, and simultaneous- 
ly announced that the 21 directors 
of the chamber have thrown the 
full weight of the 1,800 chamber 
members behind the project and 
have invited 100 other influential 
Atlanta organizations to join. 


MacDougall was out of the city 
yesterday, but is expected to call 
a joint session of the citizens’ 
group and county commissioners 
early next week to begin a study 
of the problems and a canvass of 
the advantages of establishing At- 
lanta as the medical capital of the 
south. 


CITIZENS’ GROUP 


Other members of the citizens’ 
group named by Mitchell are A. 
Steve Clay, attorney; O. M. Jack- 
son, general manager of Rich's, 
Inc.; Henry Chandler, president of 
the Atlanta Tederation of Trades, 
and E. S. Papy, manager of the 
White Provision Company and 
former president of the chamber. 
MacDougall is vice president of 
the MacDougald Construction 
Company. He is an engineer and 
formerly served as Georgia admin- 
istrator for WPA. 

The hospital issue has been 
made “the first order of business 
for 1945” by directors of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, 
Mitchell informed the membership 
in letters which also enclosed a 
three-page outline of the projected 
medical center, and the develop- 
ment of Grady. A second enclos- 
ure also carried a list of 23 ques- 
tions and answers which are de- 
signed to further familiarize the 
membership with the issues. 


TIME FOR ACTION 


“The board (of the chamber) 
feels that the time has come for 
all public spirited citizens to ex- 


press themselves emphatically 


upon the hospital question and 
urges every member of the cham- 
ber to inform county government 
officials of his attitude on the mat- 
ter and otherwise use his in- 
fluence to bring about the desired 
results,” Mitchell’s letter, ordered 
transmitted to the chamber mem- 
bership, says in part. 

Alluding to the insistence of 


three commission members—Com- 
missioners Clarence Duncan, Ed L. 
Almand and Ellis B. Barrett—that 
a third referendum be held before 
they will vote to levy county- 
wide taxes for support of public 
hospitals as was contemplated in 
amendments to the state constitu- 
tion, the statement enclosed in the 
letter points out:

An Orchid to Fulton 


The apparent solution of the year-old 
mystery surrounding the slaying of Henry 
C. Heinz must be credited, in largest part, 
to the Fulton county police. It provides 
an auspicious beginning of the adminis- 
tration of Chief C. H. Millians, newly ap- 
pointed head of the department. 


While the entire program of reorgani- 
zation proposed for the department has not 
vet been put into effect, the manner in 
which the confessed slayer of Heinz was 
apprehended and identified indicates that 
the new chief has already injected into the 
whole department some of that alert and 
energetic enthusiasm for duty which is one 
of his outstanding characteristics. 


From the moment when County Patrol- 
man Carl Thompson shrewdly noted the 
license on an automobile which had 
aroused his and fellow officers’ suspicions,

Even with the reorganization task in- 
compléte, the Fulton county police depart- 
ment has shown, in this case, conclusive 
evidence that it has already undergone a 
process of rejuvenation, for which Chief 
Millians must be given the greater credit. 


Should Arnall Be Allowed To Run Again? 


Extremely interesting —if far from 
agreed—has been the editorial comment 
occasioned by Gov. Arnall’s declaration 
that, while he favored letting the state’s 
chief executive run for an unlimited num- 
ber of terms, he did not desire that the 
change be made applicable to himself. 


“Gov. Ellis Arnall’s stock soared even 
higher with Georgians when, in suggest- 
ing to the legislature that the Governor be 
allowed to succeec himself in office, he 
ruled himself out,” declares the Tifton Ga- 
zette. “The Governor reminded the legis- 
lature that he was elected on the sup- 
position that he would serve only one term, 
and that is the way he intends it to be. 
The Gazette believes the legislature should 
not act hastily in repealing the ban on a 
governor serving two consecutive four- 
year terms.. In fact, Gov. Arnall is Ex- 
hibit A for those who believe one term 
should be the limit. Arnall went into office 
on the suppostion that he could not run 
for re-election and hence did not have to 
play politics,-and he is giving Georgia an 
outstanding administration. It is possible 
that there would be a different story to 
tell had it been necessary for the Governor 
to keep in mind the fact that he would be 
a candidate for re-election.” 


“We think’Gov. Arnall has done the 
manly thing,” adds the Brunswick News. 
“Now there can be no tongue attacks on 
him or whispering campaigns against him 
by trying to stay on in office when he told 
the voters he would retire at the end of 
his term. Personally, as we have stated 
before, we would like very much to see 


Ellis Arnall retained as the chief executive - 


of Georgia, for he certainly has been an 
excellent governor. But Ellis Arnall has 
taken the right view of this question and 
he will be applayded for it.” 


“There are a number of angles to this 
question,” says the Valdosta Times. “One 
may point to Gov. Arnall’s administration 
to date as an outstanding example of what 
can be done when a governor is not going 
to be permitted to succeed himself. He has 
been free to administer the affairs of state 
fearlessly and without thought of politics 
and without looking ahead to a campaign 
for re-election. Even Gov. Arnall’s op- 
ponents must admit that in the two years 
he has been in office he has done an out- 
standing job. In his campaign for office 
he promised the people a lot and he is 


making good on these promises. There may 
be some doubt as to whether he could have 
done as good a job if he had been looking 
forward to another race for the office at 
the end of his term.” 


Meanwhile, however, 
Ledger, “whilst respecting his* instinct 
modesty,” disagrees with the Governor. It 
does not want the constitution “changed 
in such a way as to bar Ellis Arnall from 
self-succession because he has made @& 
grand governor, and, from this distance, 
it is hard to see anybody else who is so 
well equipped as he to carry on.” 


These sentiments are echoed by the 
Macon News, which believes the Gov- 
ernor deserves re-election on his record, 
and which would “regret to see it denied 
to him on account of the asinine fear of 
the people which inspired the present con- 
stitutional provision limiting the Governor 
to one term.” 


“There is.no reason for the limitation,” 
continues the News. “The people of Geor- 
gia are capable of governing themselves; 
and self-government -includes the right to 
re-elect any of their officers as often as 
they please. Distrust of this capacity is 
distrust.of democracy. And if in these 
days there is no faith in democracy, then 
mankind is indeed without hope. Nor is 
there any reason why the limitation 
should apply to Gov. Arnall and to no one 
else. On the contrary, there is every reason 
why it should not apply to him. It would 
be ridiculous to lift the lid from every 
future governor, good or bad, and at the 
same time keep it clamped on the best 
governor the state has had in years. Sure- 
ly the people and the legislature have 
more sense than to commit such folly. We 
appreciate Gov. Arnall’s willingness to 
sacrifice himself to save an essential prin- 
ciple of democracy. We hope that the 
legislature will not let him do it. We 
earnestly insist that the general assembly 
ought to affirm its faith in democracy by 
abolishing the limitation on the number of 
terms any governor can serve, including 
by all means Gov. Ellis Arnall. The Gov- 
ernor may be able to afford a sacrifice 
that the people of Georgia cannot suffer. 
At least, the people ought to have the right 
to re-elect him if he wants to run again. 
Denial of that right even in one case is 
irreconcilable with both the principle and 
the practice of democracy.”

Both the President and Secretary Stettinius have refrained from 
adding fuel to inter-Allied public controversy. Further considera- 
tion of the burst of anti-American editorials in the British press 
has underlined at least two observations: - 

(1) Until recently the British press was almost uniformly re- 
‘strained in its treatment of American-British differences. There 
was a flare-up at the beginning of the North African invasion over 
the decision to deal with Darlan. Before and after that, there were 
editorials criticizing the American government’s attitude toward 
De Gaulle. There have been editorials on many other differences. 
But the British press as a whole, like the British government, 
seemed intent on encouraging good feeling between the United 
States and Britain. At the same time, the British were reading 
pretty regularly excerpts from hostile editorials in some of the 
American newspapers. It is now apparent that the relative re- 
straint of the British press did not reflect accurately the feelings 
of some of the British editors or perhaps of a great many of the 
British people. Rather, the press was co-operating in furthering a 
central poliey of the British government. When Britain is in 
serious straits, the British press does that. 

As a result a great deal of unexpressed resentment accumulated. 
When the dam broke, or was blown up with at least the tacit 
approval of the British government, more came tumbling out than 
most American observers, including some in high official places, 
had realized was there. 

(2) The British publications which “talked back” in the sharp- 
est tones are among those which are closest, in one way or another, 
to the British war cabinet. The phases of British policy—in 
Greece, Italy, Belgium, and with respect to Poland—which evoked 
criticism in the United States also evoked criticism in Britain. 
This was particularly true of the Greek problem. Churchill found 
himself in a most uncomfortable political situation. If the war 
had been over, his government might have fallen. The outbreak 
in the British press bore the earmarks of an effort to turn toward 
the United States the heat which Churchill and his colleagues had 
been feeling. It may have been intended also to strengthen 
Churchill’s hand when he sits down again with Roosevelt and 
Stalin. Apparently, co-operative Britons are now supposed to act 
and talk at least slightly anti-American. 

The American-British public controversy serves one purpose the 
British may not have intended which may nevertheless be useful 
to them. It puts to a sharper test the present determination of 
the American people to see that the peace is firmly organized by 
international action. The Americans who want a long peace 
only if every detail of the geographical and political settlements 
pleases them will be disillusioned some time. The British are not 
yet convinced that the United States intends to assume full and 
continuing responsibilities for preserving the peace. They, and 
other nations, may feel more confident about the steadfastness of 
‘our intentions if we go into an international organization after 
some of the differences in viewpoint and interest among the Allies 
have been fully exposed to view. 

Nothing that the British have done yet clearly transgresses the 
principles of the Atlantic Charter and Dumbarton. The Russians 
are much closer to the line, if they have not crossed it, in their 
handling of the Polish problem—not their boundary claims, which 
they can support with many arguments, but their apparent de- 
termination to settle the matter, including the completion of the 
provisional Polish government, in their own way. 

As the time for the next meeting of the Big Three draws nearer, 
both the. British and the Russians seem to be bent on strengthening 
their bargaining positions. But neither has taken a step which 
could be construed as an effort to disrupt the Grand Alliance 
either now or in the longer future.

Marietta’s Gen. Clay 
Big Help to Byrnes 


WASHINGTON.—It is not generally known 
| that War Mobilization Director James F. Byrnes 
has surrounded himself with an official group 

which serves as a sort of inner cabinet to him in his unofficial 
title role as:“‘Assistant President of the United States.” 

Georgia is represented in this inner cabinet by a man whose 
responsibilities embraces most of the combined functions of the 
secretary of war, the secretary of the navy, and the director of the 
War Production Board. ‘ 

He is Maj. Gen. Lucius Clay, formerly of Marietta, a brother 
of Ryburn Clay, chairman of the Georgia Highway Commission, 
and a son of the late United States Senator Alexander S. Clay, 
of Georgia. 

General Clay’s official title in connection with the Byrnes 
organization is deputy director for war poses, but that does 
not tell the real story of his activities. ally he is the main 
— —— Office of War Mobilization wheel, next to Mr. Byrnes 

imself. 

It is his function to coordinate all activities of the war mobil 
ization office in relation to the War Department, the Navy De 
partment and the War Production Board, together with many 
other governmental operations too numerous to enumerate. 


Others in comparable positions to Gen. Clay in the. Byrnes 
cabinet include such men as Bernard M. Baruch, the well-known 
New York financier; John Hancock, who has collaborated with 
Mr. Baruch in the preparation of many important government 
reports, and J, B. Hutson, former head of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, who serves as deputy director for agriculture. 

Still another deputy director for reconversion is yet to be 
named by Mr. Byrnes, who is a former associate justice of the 
United States Supreme Court and a former member of the United 
States senate from South Carolina. 

General Clay was drafted for his 
the army service forces, where he had 
under Lieut. Gen. Brehon Somervell.

In his former capacity he served for a period 
In Normandy last fall as commander of all Allied bases in 
Normandy, having been sent to France for this purpose after the 


Normandy break-through. While there he directed the movement 


of all supplies and materials delivered to our fighting forces 
through those ports. 

But the Georgia-born general has a number of other ribbons 
denoting his extensive military service. From time to time since 
we were drawn into the present conflict he has been sent on 
special missions to the various war theaters throughout the world, 
lending expert advice on the organization and movement of 
material. 

One of his prize ribbons shows that he was in the Army 
of Occupation in Germany after the last war. He has been in the 
Army since graduating from West Point in 1918. 

Gen. Clay was brought in touch with Director Byrnes through 
his activities as a member of Gen. Somervell’s staff. The war 
mobilization head was so impressed with his knowledge of Army 
affairs that he drafted him to sit in one of the topmost positions 
of responsibility under him when his office was organized. 

Since then Mr. Byrnes has been able tg turn over many of his 
important functions to Gen. Clay. One of the responsibilities he 
has taken over, for example, is the making of recommendations for 
taking over by the Army of industrial plants threatenedywith strikes 
and production curtailment. He directed the taking over of Cleve- 
land utilities recently when difficulties arose in the Ohio city, and 
promptly restored power production to normal. 

Gen. Clay is well known and well liked in Washington, where 
he has served in many War Department assignments over the years. 

His talents are such that he was immediately elevated to the 
rank of brigadier general shortly after Pearl Harbor and a short time 
later was made a major general. 

Unlike other government departments and agencies, the work 
of the Byrnes organization is not always publicized, but behind the 
scenes it is performing some of the most valuable war services in 
Washington. Gen. Clay has been described by some as the real 
power behind the throne in the Office of War Mobilization. He is 
a worthy representative of the state of Georgia in the multiplicity
